2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 -VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I includes the special technical feature of needling the mat by bearded 
needles displaced in a direction of the lap at substantially a same speed as that when

This special technical feature is not present in Groups ll-VI. 

Group III includes the special technical feature of impregnating the mat with a 
thermosetting resin. This special technical feature is not present in Groups 1-11 and IV- 
VI. 

Group IV includes the special technical feature of insertion of the mat between 
two layers of thermosetting resin paste to form a preimpregnated sheet. This special 
technical feature is not present in Groups l-lll and V-VI. 

Group V includes the special technical feature of molding a sheet by pressure on 
its faces. This special technical feature is not present in Groups l-IV and VI. 

Group VI includes the special technical feature of a composite material with a 
thermosetting matrix and which is reinforced with continuous glass filaments. This 
special technical feature is not present in Groups l-V.
